1 . Claims 1 -4, 6, 8, 1 0-1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest submitting the test structure to a pressure change and 
comparing the measuring values of the MEMS sensor before and after the exertion of 
the stress condition.
